Each  Spring  the  inevitable  invasion  of  pi  ant  pests  and  insects  begins 
all  over  the  country.  One  of  the  most  destructive  campaigns  against  250 
farm,  field  and  fruit  crops  and  ornamentals  is  caused  by  the  Japanese 
Beetle. 

This  film  shows  the  life  cycle  of  the  beetle,  and  methods  of  detect- 
ing and  controlling  his  activities.  Viewers  are  acquainted  with  State 
and  Federal  control  programs  and  quarantine  regulations.  Reasons  for 
restrictions  in  transporting  plants  from  area  to  area  are  made  clear.
